JUSTICR WILL BE A VENQED. 
On tbo first day of December, 1S81, 


Patrick Ford imd Johu Murphy, mur. 
dored a man named T. J. Murphy. 
The 


crime was committed in broad day light 
and without prcvoiation whatever. It 
•was ono of tho ki.id ot murders that 
trequently take place in the soutb, and 
for which the murder or murderers aro 
rarely over punished. 
The evidence 


against Ford and Murphy wan so clear 
and overwhelming that they wore con- 
victed and sentenced to bo banged. A 
desperate effort -was made to aquit them 
more on political reasons than otherwise, 
bnt public sentiment was BO strong 
against the murders' that 
the 
jury 


found them guilty, and sectrace of death 
was pronounced. Ilie political friends o£ 
the murderers kupi diligently at work, 
and suoceded in getting a reprieve, and 
in tho mean timo a petition bearing 24,- 
000 names was presented to tho governor, 
asking for a commutation of the sentence. 
Among those who asked for executive 
clemency wore tho governor of Missis- 
sippi, tho mayor oi Sun Francisco, Chair- 
man English, of the democratic state 
oentral committee ot 
California, and 


three judgea of the supreme court of tha 
state.

olemenoy. Governor MoEnory decided

good effect on the lawless element in 
New Orleans. Time after time murders 
have beon committal thoro, and the

shment. It was almost impossible to 
bring ono of them to justice; and so 
when Mnrphy was stricken down in 
oold blood, the -usual proceeding to clear 
the murderers woe commenced with tho 
strong hope that thoy would bo ac- 
quitted. But fortunately the newspapers 
ot Now Orleans, and tho better :laS3 o' 
business men and politicians, demanded 
n conviction of tho murderers, and thoy 
were oouviotod, aud after two roprieves) 
and a long delay of justice,.there is a hope 
that thoy will duffer the extreom penalty 
of tho law.

In a. Hilarious Humor—Selections From 
His Sormonii—Sin Vlcorounly Attacked 
in ono of Its Strongholds. 


CCIOAOO, March 1.—Mr. Sam Jones, tbe 


Goorjria revivalist arrived in the city Satur- 
day, and began his campaign against the 
wickedness of tbo Garden City Sunday 
morning at Chicago Avenue church. Mr. 
Jones is tall and of spare build, with black 
hair, straight and unkopt, a thin, black 
mustache, which was mado a trifle longer 
by encroaching on tho h.air of tho chin, tho 
awakonor of sinnors looked anything else 
but a typical theologian. His face is shnrp- 
foaturod, his complexion sallow almost to 
swarthlness, mid his dnrk oyos havo a look 
of scorning dullness, which, however, under 
tho power of excitement or deep emotions, 
could brighten and blazo with tho flrra of 
magnetic force ami brilliancy. Ho was 
dressed in a clerical suit of black, with a 
standing collar and broad neckband. Thoro 
was not a vacant soar, In tho building, and 
loaning against tho desk with his elbow 
resting on top ot it ho began bis address as 
follows:

PECULIARITIES OF POLAR CLIMATES. 


V Sllfflit Clmiiuo of Temperature Would 


Cover Grimnlnml witli Vonluro. 


The theory haa long been advanced 
luit the poles of greatest cold are not co- 
ncident with tlio terrestrial poles, and 
liat tlie lowest mean temperature is to 
)(.• found in the region of the Lena river 
n Siberia. This idea was encouraged by 
,!iu fact, among others, the Polaris party 
.•c-poned a milder climate at Thank God 
narbor than Knrie experienced about 200 
miles further south. The part of the 
:ir(;n:ii(>nt. however, which relates to the 
1-iMiii River valley is directly contrndictc-d 
by Lieut, Greely's observations for two 
years ;it Lady Franklin bay, whore he 
found the lowest mean temperature yet 
observed, about —4 degrees Fahrenheit, 
Grir.nell Land, therefore, aa fiir «n we 
yet know, Is the coldest part of tin 
northern hemisphere. 


Danish Greenland, whose mean tem- 


perature hovers around the 
freezing 


point, is buried under hundreds of £eet 
of ice simply because about two inches 
of ice" forms in winter more than is 
thawed out in summer. The authorities 
in terrestrial physics agree that it wouk 
require only a slight change in climatic 
conditions to remove Greenland's ice 
blanket and cover tlio land with verdure 
Were it not for the presence of these iiii 
mfiisp ice masses constantly refrigerut 
in^ the air, the summers of Danis! 
Greenland would be as warm as those o: 
England. Mr. Wallace is of the opi.'iioi 
that if the two Arctic currents tlia 
tlo«- south alonp; both sides of Graenland 
wero diverted from that coiuitry, th 
groat ice mantle would rapidly disap 
pear, and the country might oven be- 
come forest-clad and habitable. 


The powerful modifying influence that 


the (jroat ocean currents from the south 
exert upon climates is nowhere so strik- 
ingly manifested as along the north coast 
of Norway, ivhich has a milder temper- 
ature than any other part of the world 
in the same latitude. At this moment 
the little town of Bossekop, lying at the 
f.iot of a fiord which opens into the ioy 
waters of tho Arctic ocean, wrapped in 
the twilight of the winter night, is sub- 
.iating largely on the grain that was 
raised last summer on the valley farms 
m a latitude nbout 000 miles north of the 
south end of Greenland. 
This fertile 


spot is the most northern place in the 
world where wheat and rye ripen. 


It is the opinion of Sir William Thorn- 
„,« and other physicists that the prolific 
animal and vegetable life which covered 
" roMiland and the neighboring lands in 
u former geological age, whose fossil re- 
mains have been found in abundance,

The so-called plagut* are not likely 


to cause much havoc in this latitude, par- 
ticularly in u eity whore tho sanitary regula- 
tions ore good. No scourge is so much 
feiircd as Asiatic cholera, yet tho deaths 
(rom that disease in this city during tho 
your ot the greatest epidemic woro less in 
number than tho deaths from consumption 
l-ist year. Yellow fovor has killed fun-er 
people in New York in. this century t,imu 
wliooping-cough has destroyed in a single 
year. Sinnll-pox, which is causing so ir.uch 
alarm* at present, kills' fewer persons here 
than does either measles, croup, or whoop- 
ing-cough. 


Tho deaths from typhus f over m this town 


have been for many years less numerous 
than thoso from typhoid, fever. Those state- 
ments may bo surprising to many resident* 
of the city, but they can bo easily substan- 
tiated bv an examination ot the death 
records, which are about tho only reliable 
records to bo found in tho health depart- 
ment It would bo will for tho city, m my 
estimation, if the sanitary officers would 
speml more time in investigating thoso dis- 
eases which cause tho greatest mortality. It 
would be well, also, if some o£ the news- 
papers would call attention to tho facts in- 
stead of causing useless excitement in the 
public mind about improbable epidemics ot 
cholera, yellow fever, or small-pox. "—Now 
York Tribune.

CtJIUOOS AND ^TKBISTIN'G "WORE. 


The artistic work dono m tho vlMgo is 


very curious and interesting. 
Tho manu- 


facture of tho beautiful doisonuo or, us the 
Japanese call it, shippo ware, is shown in its 
various stages, from tho work of tho coppi-:-- 
smith, »a ho fashions the shape of jar or vase 
and welds it in his primitive forge, to the 
final polishing of the soft 'blue surface, with 
its delicately colored design and its veining 
brass and and silver. The artist who draws 
the design on tho copper works freely, car- 
rying out his own thought in tho decora- 
tion. Then it passes into tho bands of a 
worker who follows every lino and curve of 
tho design with brass arid silver wires laid on 
with a peculiar cement, and making a kind 
of raised filigree work. After the wires are 
in place the piece is fused, and then it is 
ready for filling with enamel. The foreman, 
who prepares tho enamel, alone holds the se- 
cret of tho coloring. After tho design is en- 
tirely filled with the different colors and htus 
had several firings it Ls ready for tho fir.ul 
work of polishing. 'When, this slow and cnre- 
f ul process Ls completed tho finished work is 
a thing of rare beauty and value. 


rYom tbe beginning, a piece of shippo ware 


goes through six processes, each'requiring a 
skilled and artistic worker, and all occupy- 
ing about fifty days. When one consider* 
the thought, deftness, and real art-work that 
go to tho mailing of ono small piece o! this 
beautiful ware, it is not strange that it is a 
treasure much coveted by truoart-lovere. In 
wonderful contrast to tho conveutioaal spirit 
that pen-ados Japanese art, as aeon in the 
decorations of Shippo and Satwrma ware 
and tho painted gauze panels, are some speci- 
mens of wood-earring on exhibition. They 
aro the work of native ortLsts, and seem to 
have shaken off tho limitations and tradi- 
tions, of centuries, and whoso admirably- 
colored figures havo the stronprth, freedom, 
and vitality, as well us eJl absolulo truth to 
to nature which would do credit to tho most 
pronounced realist.—Martha Howo David- 
son's Now York Letter.

Dr. L. George 
Peabodv wished to emphasize tho fact 
strongly, that tho disease might continue 
indcfiru'to without causing serious trouble 
in those whose condition in life was such 
that no stress was laid on any particular 
organ by their modo of living, and who 
could have all necessary care.

Edward G. Janoway mentioned three 
cases in which tho disease had lasted in 
ono ease five years, in the second eleven, 
in tho third seventeen. 
"When the last 


case came under his charge, five years 
ago, the prospect was very dark, but the 
patient had now, to a great extent, re- 
covered. Dr. C. S. "Wood gave the case 
of one CO years old, who was apparently 
now as well as ever, though lie had the 
disease at least four years. Dr. Quacfcen- 
boss spoke of one, perfectly well now, 
who, 
when he first saw her, ten years 


ago, was so bloatod that she looked like
